The form of the 
ax WP/J slowly evolved ..ud il'3 uses 
learned. The wtiy to employ the rope 
•was a yet more diffLvit discoveiy. Kveu 
now the proper form for climbing irons 
is only being arrived at. 


Accidents, usually fatal, were the 


lessons wherefrom those facts weie de- 
rived. The gieat Matterhoru accident 
finally demonstiated how the rope 
should be used and proved that large 
parties were a source of danger. The 
Lyskamm accident showed the peril of 
cornices. Unroped climbers met their 
death on many mountains. From al- 
most every accident something was 
learned. The safety of the many has 
been bought by the death of the 
few. 


We can now plunge into the world of 


enow without undue peril. We know 
its dangers and can guard against them; 
we know also when we are safe and 
where we can freely go. Our forerun- 
ners went aloft as neolithic navigatois 


to sea—badly equipped and into a 


misunderstood region. We are now on 
he footing of the modern sailor. Snow, 
as such, has no more terrors for us than 
ea for them. Ill luck may overtake 
us, and wo may fall, as they may be 
Irowned, but with good equipment and 
experience the climber and seafarer aro 
about as safe as the townsman cvt home. 
—Fortnightly Review.

of doing what she lias since clone—pro- 
viding him with a conseil jndiciaire. 


The Seinirsrnis, which is a fine vessel 


of 700 tons burden, was fitted up with 
every possible com tort, and in order to 
provide M. Lebaucly with interesting 
employment his mot her arranged with 
the government for the appointment of 
an ethnographical mission under M. Louis 
Lapicqne, who was to accompany the 
prodigal. 


When the day of the departure came, 


however, M. Lebaudy positively refused 
to go. He would not leave his beloved 
Paris, bat Mme. 
Lebaudy, who consid- 


ered herself pledged to the minister of 
public instruction, sent the yacht off 
without him. News of it had been re- 
ceived from time to time, and M. La- 
picque's scientific efforts seem to hare 
been crowned with complete success. 
The Semiramis is expected to return to 
France in January next.—Paris Herald.

REVENUE A;ND TARIFF. 


The receipts from duties on imports 


baa fallen off nearly $19,000,000 in the 
last four months as compared with the 
same months in 1892. In October the 
customs receipts were nearly $2,000,000 
less than the receipts for internal rev- 
enue. Never before has the internal 
revenue receipts exceeded the customs, 
but this is a remarkable year in many 
respects and unusual events are occurr- 
ing. When the internal revenue tax 
was imposed on the people Congress 
apologized for the act and said it was a 
war measure and would be abolished 
as soon as the war ceased and the 
country was on a peace footing again. 
This promise has not been kept. In 
1888, the treasury, in the language of 
President Cleveland, was congested, 
but he nor no other President recom- 
mended the abolition of the internal 
revenue tax It is true the tax on pills, 
matches and some other articles was 
abolished, but the principle was in- 
dorsed and the internal revenue tax 
permitted to remain. 


As the government requires from 


$400,000,000 to $500,000,000 a year for 
expenditures and at the present time 
its greatest receipts are from internal 
revenue, the tariff question might be 
settled by abolishing the internal rev< 
enue tax and regulating the duties on 
imports so as to produce sufficient rev 
enue to meet the requirements of the 
government. This would necessitate a 
reasonable tariff on imported articles, 
and no industry that has been en- 
couraged by protection would be crip- 
pled, as some of them certainly will be 
if the tariff on the articles which these 
industries produce is abolished.

There was a decrease of $5,566,224 in 


gold coin and of $4,369,375 in gold bull- 
ion in October The decrease in gold 
bullion was caused by the large coin- 
age of gold 


The silver bullion in the treasury 


was increased $2,018,766 in October, 
that being the amount of bullion pur- 
chased under the Sherman act in that 
month. As the act was repealed No- 
vember 2d, there will be no further 
increase in silver bullion in the treas- 
ury.

How TVill tltc Kecent Elections Affect It. 


WASHINGTON, November 10.—It is 


difficult-to predict the effect the recent 
elections will have on the Tariff bill 
now being formulated by the Demo- 
cratic majority of the Ways and Means 
Committee. Chairman Wilson declares 
the passage of the very measure now 
under consideration will be the only 
thing needful to restore public con- 
fidence and replace the Democratic 
party on the pedestal of political 
supremacy. But many prominent men 
in the party do not agree with him, 
and these will counsel moderation in 
the tariff revision. The moderate tariff 
men in the Democratic party were 
pretty effectually silenced by the over- 
whelming Democratic majorities a year 
ago, 
but now that popular expression 


seems to have changed, they hare taken 
reart and propose to be beard in coun- 
sel The proposition to put wool, lum- 
ber, iron ore, coal and salt on the free 
list will be opposed in some quarters, 
and by strong men. It seems to be the 
growing desire on the part of these 
men for t» caucus of the party to de- 
termine on tue best course to pursue 
before the bill is reported to Congress. 
Even so eminent a leader as Judge 
Culberson, Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, has requested a caucus, 
and even Bland is credited with a de- 
termination to fight the bill if it places 
the articles mentioned on the free list. 
The Committee is making satisfactory 
progress, and expects to have the bill 
ready to report when Congress mee 


FATAL KAIfcBOAD COI/CISION. 


In This Case Ordeie Were Disobeyed. 


TOLEDO, O., November 10.—The south- 


bound passenger train No. 36 crashed 
into the north-bound freight No. 57 on 
the Hocking Valley railroad, one and a 
half miles north of Rising Sun, about 
7 o'clock this evening. 


The collision was due to disobedience 


of an order by the engineer of the 
freight. A heavy fog prevailed at the 
time and obscured the vision of the 
passenger engineer 


Four were killed outright—W. H. 


Jones, engineer of the passenger; James 
F. Kerlin, engineer of the freight; 
Jones, fireman of the passenger, and 
James E. Brisch, express messenger. 


The I.nw Interpreted. 


SAN FBANCISCO, November 10.—In the 


case of the United States vs. Frank L. 
Wilson, Judge Morrow of the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court has granted the motion of 
the defendant to quash the indictment 
charging him with sending obscene 
matter through the mails. The ex- 
pressions complained of were written 
by Wilson at Lakeville to a friend in 
San Francisco. 
Judge Morrow sur- 


prised the United States Attorney and 
the postal inspectors by his interpre- 
tation of the statute governing such 
cases. 


He decided that a personal letter, 


securely sealed, continuing obscenity 
is not indictable, even if it passes 
through the uiuila. He interprets the 
law to refer only to manifold, stylo- 
graph, printed copies or similar publi- 
:ations. 


Numerous courts have held that 


written letters containing obscenity 
are included in the meaning of the 
statute, and such cases have been 
punished by fine and imprisonment. 
District Attorney Garter announces 
that he will appeal this case to the 
highest court. 


Tne Coal Miner*' Strike. 


NANAIMO,B. C., November 10.—The 


strike at the East Wellington colliery 
is no nearer a settlement. The men are 
determined not to return to work un- 
less their pay is raised 10 per cent, and 
the management is equally determined 
not tc grant their demands or compro- 
mise in any way. There has been no dis- 
turbance nor is any anticipated unless 
non-union labor should be imported. 
It is rumored the management intends 
employing a number of colored miners 
to take the place of the strikers. Should 
this be done there will be bloodshed. 
The strikers have no funds and are not 
organized. They have applied to the 
Nanaimo Union for support, bat that 
concern is financially weak. 


While some of the miners believe the 


management will come to their terms, 
it is generally thought that R D. 
Chandler would be glad of the oppor- 
tunity to close the mines, which have 
not been worked profitably for some 
time past.

A Jockey fatally Shot. 


Lios ANGELES, November 10.—About 


6 o'clock last evening John Gillis, aged 
nineteen years, one of E. 3. Baldwin's 
jockeys, was accidentally shot, bis 
death occurring in a short time. Gillis 
and another boy were scuffling together 
at the ranch. Gillis had in his hand an 
old rusty 22-calibre revolver, which was 
not supposed to have seen a cartridge 
for years. Gillis snapped it several 
times in his companion's face and 
finally turned it toward his own face. 
He again cocked the little weapon and 
pulled the trigger. There was a loud 
report and Gillis fell to the ground 
shot in the eye, the ball entering the 
base of the brain. 


Tne Utah Election. 


OGDEN, Utah, November 10.—Returns 


are not complete from all the legisla- 
tive districts, four still being in doubt. 
But up to date they indicate that the 
Republicans will have a majority in the 
Legislature of four on joint ballot and 
will control both houses. The relative 
strength so far as determined is: Dem- 
ocrats 12, Republicans 16, Liberals 8. 
The Liberal or non-Mormon element is 
evenly divided between the two parties.

A Break In the Fearful Drearlne** Tli.it 


»*B»1't tUe 1,1/e of the Tolling Thousand* 
of the East Side of the Great Metropolis. 
Moste, Songs and Dances. 
The memory of a Saturday night in 


the City of the Deckers is like the recol- 
lection of a troubled dream, for on this 
last night of the week the great, hot 
streets are filled with the peutnp life of 
800,000 houses (one cannot call them 
homes), and all the varied phases of this 
hand to hand struggle for existence ap- 
pear. The docker is prodigal of his few 
shillings on Saturday night, the maxi- 
mum of his liberality being shown 
most often in the pnbuc bouse and on 
the catch penny street conjurer, while 
the mhiinnim is apparent at the stalls of 
the grocer and butcher. Bat men, wom- 
en and children are out on the streets, 
and, whatever else it be, Saturday night 
is something of a break in the fearful 
dreariness that marks the life of the east 
London toiling thousands. 


The people love music. Their inter- 


pretation of music is rather rough and 
lond. The bass drum of every band that 
parades in a labor demonstration of a 
Sunday gets terribly punished before the 
day is over, but it commands a great fol- 
lowing, and on Saturday night the street 
musicians and singers easily gather their 
crowds and reap an abundant harvest. 
The barrel organ is found everywhere, 
and wherever it is rattling out the popu- 
lar "Daisy" or "The Man Who Broke 
the Bank at Monte Carlo" the sidewalks 
will be crowded, while two or three 
couples of little girls dance on the flag- 
stones. 


Nearly every girl of 8 can dance, many 


of them have already appeared in public 
at the cheap concert halls, and as one 
watches them, hatless, dirty, but with 
faces beaming with delight, he does not 
know whether to be glad of their joy or 
to pity their hollow present and hopeless 
future the more. Often a part in these 
street dances will be taken by the older 
girls, f actor}' girls, as they are all called 
in east London, who are out in crowds 
on Saturday night. They are an un- 
tamed, fantastic lot. All wear enormous 
hats, adorned with feathers, and train 
their hair about the forehead by curling 
it forward quite fiercely. They are in- 
tensely loyal to the customs and tradi- 
tions of their own "set," and forced as 
they are to subsist on an income of 0 to 
8 shillings per week they are a vexing 
problem to the east London philanthro 
pist and reformer. 


Besides the barrel organs, there are 


violins, accordions and any number o: 
soloists unaccompanied by an instru< 
ment. Blind women, old men and the 
poor wrecks of this awful struggle f01 
existence here stand at the curbstone 
and in weak, thin voices sing their songs 
The restless crowd moves on, save when 
some one more curious or more kindlj 
than the rest stands near to look or lis- 
ten. 
A bent woman, whose thin shaw 


was thrown over her shoulders, w«s 
feebly singing some old song in the 
midst of the jostling throng around a 
public house. I saw a strong young gir 
of 14 come kindly toward her, drop ji 
penny in the little box held by the feeble 
hand and then hurry away out of sight, 
Happy will the strong yonng lass be n 
the swirl of the turbid stream of east 
London life does not bring her some time 
to the place of the curbstone singer. In- 
deed there is no place that I have ever 
seen where mirth and pathos, vice anc 
virtue, meet and mingle as on these 
streets in a night like this. 


One sees very little begging. There is 


not much street begging anyway— 
there's no use begging; the people are 
too poor. The mendicant flees Canning 
town for the wealthier residential quar- 
ters. Of course the children beset one. 
The sidewalk artist is sometimes found, 
but the most common form of appeal is 
from the ragged little fellows who turn 
handsprings or stand on their heads for 


you. 
They really do their athletics 


very nicely, and there is something so 
appealing and "old mannish" in their 
looks that it is hard to resist them, 
was hurrying through the crowds in 
Victoria docks one night about 10 when 
a boy of 7 camo out and ran beside me, 
relating some sort of verse, I thought. 
Tliree repetitions made it clear: 


Ha'p'ny i>r.-rt '«it >er, 
Penn; v j.i . b.cakyer, 
Tu'p': u won't seifd yer V the work'us. 


He was evidently working on a "grad- 


uated scale of benevolence adapted to 
the abilities of the donor." I believe by 
the emphasis laid on the last item that 
he estimated me from my gold bowed 
spectacles at tn'pence. 


The barrows of east London delicacies 


abound in the streets where marketing 
goes on. 
The woman who sells cold 


pickled pigs' feet is in fair demand. The 
man who retails shrimps at a penny a 
bag. gets a good trade, but the couple 
who' preside at the barrow filled with 
"cockles and winkles" have their hands 
full. The delectable mollusks are dis- 
played on little dishes as large as "indi- 
vidual butters," with a'bit*of garnishing 
of parsley, and are eaten with vinegar on 
the spot. 


These barrows are found especially at 


the entrance of Victoria Docks road, a 
great marketing place in Canning town 
on Saturday night. Clothing (very cheap 
and shoddy and called "slops"), little 
tools for household use, cheap laces, fil- 
jerts, "red bandanna" handkerchiefs 
and horn combs are some of the many 
articles sold from barrows in the street, 
outside the regular shops for meat, fruit 
and fish. On the whole, trade is carried 
on with great briskness, but more qui- 
etly than in market streets at home. 
The batchers are the most noisy. They 
delight in wearing tall hate and scream- 
ing odd calls at the full of their lungs. 
A penny is the standard unit here in 
Canning town. The buyers are poor, 
and everything that can be called at a 
penny is. A common cry is:
